"vi'e-st Indian possessions can possibly 
be. 
It is believed that Great Britain would 
insist on retaining possession of some 
of the strongest strategic points in the 
TVest Indies, but

pansion in the Philippines. That terri- 
tory is too remote to be of practical 
benefit to us and It will take several 
generations to teach the people of those 
"islands to understand and appreciate 
our form of free government. .

"In the West Indies an entirely dif- 


ferent condition of affairs exists. 
The 


people in.the West Indies are to a cer- 
tain extent famill: 


adapt

tions. so that they could readily 
themselves lo our ways if the occa- 
sion required them to exist under a free 
government. 


"Of course, what I am saying is pure- 


lv in a speculative way. for I have not 
the slightest idea-thai England would 
consent to exchange her valuable West 
Indian possessions for the unexplored 
and to my mind uncertain commercial 
advantages supposed to prevail In the 
Philippines 
From a practical stand- 


point and In the interest of the Amer- 
ican people. I have no hesitation In 
-saving that the English possessions in 
the West Indies would be far 
more 


profitable to us commercially and. to 
Safeguard us In rase of a foreign war. 
than the far-away Philippines."

Fellow Raisin Growers:—H has been 


brought to our notice that a. certain 
packer has agents In the country ad. 
vising growers not to sign their cropp 
to our association, but on the contrary 
to hold oft and he will pay them as 
much.as they can get through the 
elation for their raisins and will pay 
them cash. 


Now, in the first place the promise 


to pay as much, ai the association will 
pay cannot be kept by that packer.even 
if he makes it in good faith, which Is 
very doubtful, for two reasons: 
First, 


because the past season ban shown 
that the trade will insist upon a reduc-. 
tlon of *4 to fe cent per pound below 
the association prices, owing to the rai- 
sins not having the association Inspec- 
tion marks; and, secondly, because the 
association may raise its prices as It 
did the past season^ of which advance 
al! the members get the benefit, while 
the man- on the outside cannot get any 
more than the price paid him at the 
time of sale. 


Ai to cash payment the association 


will pay 2 cents per pound cash as fast 
as th* raisins are delivered, and will 
make further payments as collections 
are made, and on February 1st will 
make a final payment In full, as the 
packers must pay us in full for their 
allotments by January 15th. 


It is clear, .therefore, lhat this pack- 


er cannot pay the .grower as much a« 
the grower can get for his crop.Jf he 
signs it to the association, ana the 
grower will get his money from 
about as soon as he can get It from 
the packer and quite as soon as any 
grower wants it. 


There is another side to this q,ues 


tlon. however, to whichc we especially 
desire to call your attention. 
We wiah 


to ask the grower what he thinks of P 
man who, while being offered an equal 
chance with all the other packers tc 
take .an allotment of the business on 
the same terms as the others, delib- 
erately refuses to do so and solely with 
the hope of making a few more dollars 
for himself, does all it Is hi his power to 
do to break up this association and 
thus ruin the very men whose crops he 
seeks to control. He cannot hon« now 
tp deceive naypne by saying he. is not 
able to furnish a bond or becaune, no 
bond is asked of any of the packers 
under the new arrangement.

of his profits to remain in our hands as 
a guaranty that .he will live lip to 
his contract, and if-he cannot spare 
that 'then he must be attempting to 
do business on capital so small that It 
might he-unsafe for the growers to en- 
trust their raisins to him. 


Every man knows at this late day 


that the salvation of the raisin indus- 
try depends upon getting all the grow- 
ers *tb;jjbln our association, and no man 
knot's It better than this packer- ant 
yet^h* treacherously goes about -the 
coiihtry trying to tempt the growers to 
stay out 
Fortunately his influence if 


. as nothing wherever he is known. 


"We say. to you growers we will pay 


you every cent that Is coming to .you 
and your raisinn will be honestly 
weighed and honestly packed. 
Thip 


man makes promises, but the grower 
should stop and think for himself. 
•Will this packer keep his promises? 
Has be always kept 
his promises? 


Has he always honestly packed the 
raisins entrusted to him, and has he 
always paid 100 cents on the dollar of 
big Just debts? 
These are questions 


that every grower as a- cautious busi- 
ness .man must ask himself. 
If that 


packer's record is good then .the grow- 
er is running no risk in dealing with 
him. If It Is n«t good then why should 
the grower take the risk, and especially 
why should he do so when he can 
more for his crop through the asso- 
ciation and run no risk whatever? Thi* 
Is plain talk and the necessity for It Is 
real and urgent, because some of our 
growers are 'liable to forget and thus 
injure themselves and all their neigh- 
bors who are struggling for the suc- 
cess of the association so that they 
may secure a living price for their rai- 
sins.

THE SATURHIAN SYSTEM. 


Vaat Space Swept by That Plane* 


and Ita Nine Known Satellite*. 
tFrom Rochester Democrat and 


Chronicle.] 


The announcement from Harvard-ob- 


servatory of a ninth satellite of Saturn 
s a matter of great interest In astro- 
nomical circles. The new satellite was 
discovered by means of photography at 
Arequipa, Peru. This Is the second sat- 
ellite of Saurn discovered by astrono- 
mers of Harvard observatory, the elder 
Bond having fottnd the eighth in num- 
ber and the seventh in distance from 
the planet in September, 1848. The 
seventh in distance is small and is vis- 
ible only-la the large telescopes. 
lapetus was the outermost. satellite 


up to the time of the discovery at Are- 
quipa, and Is about as large as the 
least of Jupiter's satellites. The span 
of the orbit of lapetus is about 4,500,000 
miles. 
It was stated In our recent dis- 


planet's center being about 2,250,000 
miles. 
It was stated in our recent der 


patch from Cambridge that the ne 
satellite is three and a half times the 
distance of lapetus, or approximately 
7.875,000 miles. 
The span of the orbit 


Is about 15,750.000 miles, and the time 
of revolution about seventeen months. 
Before the discovery of the ninth sateL 
lite the Saturnian system was second 
only to the solar system In magnitude. 
The ninth satellite greatly increases 
the proportions of the satumian sys- 
tem. 
It Is possible that some of the 


satellites of Saturn and of Jupiter are 
inhabitable. 
One of Saturn's satellites, 


the sixth in distance, is nearly as large 
as the :planet Mercury. Saturn's light 
Ing capacity is Immense, to say nothing 
of the light each satellite receives from 
the sun.

loss of one of its citizens, "who wa: 
blown to atoms by a dynamite explo 
slon. 


The town was celebrating1 the trans* 


fer of the Madera Flume and Trading 
Company's plant to a new corporation, 
which contemplates extensive 
im- 


provements, as more fully explained in 
another column of this issue, and the 
deal meant much for the toVn. 
The 


people decided to hold a celebration 
in honor of the event, and all was hi- 
larity, until a tremendous explosion was 
heard. 


It shook the town as It has never

has openly 


made threats that he would kill him 
on sight 
Yesterday, he was on the 


streets with a -revolver saying he was 
looking for Sheriff Downey. 
He con 


tlnued this today and Sheriff Downey 
came upon him on Locust street. The 
Sheriff commanded Stevens to deliver 
the revolver and told him he was un- 
der arrest for carrying concealed weap- 
ons. 


Stevens without a word 
instantly 


leveled his weapon and fired at thi 
Sheriff, but the bullet flew wild. 
The 


Sheriff immediately opened fire on the 
negro. Deputy Sheriff Cheney, hearing 
the shooting, rushed to join 
Sheriff 


Downey. 


Stevens took to his heels and suc- 


ceeded in reaching Penwell's grocery 
store In Locust street, tho principal 
thoroughfare, two blocks distant, and 
took his stand in-the entrance. • He 
hesitated there an instant and then 
stepped to the pavement, leveled his re- 
volver down the street toward his ap- 
proaching pursuer and fired. The bul- 
let missed the deputy and 
struck 


Xavler Lecoeq, a Frenchman, who wan 
standing in the entrance of a nearby 
saloon, squarely Jn the forehead, kill- 
ing hini instantly. 
Stevens then turn- 


ed and ran into the Penwell store and 
sought refuge behind a counter. 


By this time the streets were rapidly 


filling with men.aH of whom bore weap- 
ons. 
Deputy Cheny dashed Into the 


store, followed by Deputy Joe Mullen 
and several citizens, 
A fusillade of 


bullets was poured into the store and 
Stevens emptied his revolver at his as- 
sailants from behind the counter. 
The 


infuriated crowd at the door continued 
the fire and Sterens, seeing that death 
was Inevitable, If he remained,behind 
the counter, made a desperate dash 
from his cover to a stairway In the rear 
of the store. 


He fell, pierced with six bullets bi
